It would be far 
less inconsistent for the United States to 
spend a like amount in railroad building to 
keep our own Columbia in the Union. 
British Columbia, lying north of the bleak 
and inhospitable latitude of Lake Superior, 
has a population of not over 20,000 or 30,000 

some of whom have been attempting 
to dabble in gold at a loss of two dollars to one 
invested. It has the most inferior agricult- 
ural resources, and its ve capabil- 
ities in general are poorer anything we 
have on that coast until we reach Alaska. 
For the Canadians to burden themselves 
with the. construction of two or three 
thousand miles of railroad through this bleak 
region, across the American Continent north 
of Lake Superior, to accommodate a scanty 
handful of people who have no trade or 
commerce to speak of, is the wildest of ab- 
surdities,—especially so in consideration of 
the fact that the powerful and wealthy 
United States cannot finish its road from 
Lake Superior to Puget Sound, in the vast 
empire of Oregon. If the United States 
cannot construct a road on a better route, 
terminating in a productive country of great 
value, reaching a thousand miles of coast- 
line, with a hundred-fold stronger reasons 
for its construction than the Canadians have, 
why should they involve themselves in 
such a wild, impossible undertaking, simply 
to gratify the people of British Columbia? 
If the handful of people in that province 
want accommodation for their few cart-loads 
of produce, they can find it on our own road, 
and it is probably this general view of the 
situation that makes English capitalists so 
unwilling to lend money for this silly proj- 
ect, when they have already invested 80 
much in public improvements that do not 
pay even their working expenses.

WITH A TORPEDO-BOAT. 
Msepitch to London Times. 

Paris, March 12.—Some very interesting ex- 
periments were made a few days ago at Cher- 
bourg with the little submarine vessel called the 
Thorneycroft. It was the first occasion of test- 
ing in French waters whether a torvedo could 
de launched against a ship in full sail. Accord- 
ingly, Admiral Jaurez, who commands the 
squadron, ordered a disabled ship, the Bayon- 
naise. during a rather rough sea, to be towed 
out bya steamer belonging to the navy. A 
Secoud Lieutenant, M. Lemoinne, was sent for, 
and informed that he had been selected 
to make the experiment of launching 
the Thorneycroft against the Bayonnaise while 
both were in full sail. He accepted the 
mission without hesitation, picked out two en- 

emen and a pilot, and went down with them 
nto the interior of the Thorneycroft, of which 
only a small part was above water; this visible 
— being painted a grayish color, so as to 
easily confused with the sea. The torpedo 
was placed so as to project from the bow of the 
vessel, at the extremity of which were two 
lateen sailyards about three metres in length. 
The towing steamer then took up its position in

destroy the little vessel which bore it. It was 
feared that tne lives of the Second Lieutenant, 
Lemoinne, and his three companions, were abso- 
lutely sacrificed. However, the two vessels got 
y nearer. All at once the Thorneycroft 

put on a last spurt, aud struck the Bayonnaise 
with its whole force on the starboard bow. The 
sea was terribly agitated, a deafening report was 
beard, and the Bayonnaise, with a rent as big as 
a house, sank with wonderful rapidity. As for 
the Thorneycroft, rebounding by the shock 
about fifteen metres off, even before 
the explosion occurred, it went round 
and round for a few moments, and 
then quietly resumed the direction of the squad- 
ron. No trace remained of the Bayonnaise; it 
was literally swallowed up by the sea. Unani- 
mous plaudits greeted the courageous sailors as 
they joined the Admiral’s squadron to report 
on the mission they had aceomplished. The 
experiment was repeated two days later, under 
the same conditions, with another disabled ship, 
and with the same success; and, in the opinion 
of competent men, this is one of the most de-

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THE ARMIES OF THE TWO COUNTRIES COMPARED. 

Lowpon, March 24.— The com parative strength 
of the French and German armies on a peace 
footing is as follows for the current year: 
The effective of the German army is fixed at 
431,000 men, exclusive of the one-year volun- 
teers, and the three years’ service is strictly 
compulsory and personal. These forces com- 
prise eighteen army co two of which 
are furnished by Bav one by Sax- 
ony, one * Wurtemburg, and the other four- 
teen by Prussia and the States which are 
laced beneath her direct administration. 

e territory is divided into eighteen military 
districts, and, to facilitate recruiting and the 
organization of the landwebhr, each of these 
districts is subdivided into division, brigade, 
battalion, and company sections. The effective 
of the French army is 467,636 men, divided into 
nineteen army corps, one of which is in Algeria. 
The territory is divided into eighteen regio 
but only for the reserve of the active army an 
for the territorial army. The recruits are dis- 
tributed throughout the army without refer- 
ence to their place of birth. The differ- 
ence between tne two systems is _ there- 
fore — marked, especially point 
of simplicity and rapidity of mobiliza- 
tion. ut the 467,636 men composing the 
French army are far from being the equivalent 
of the 431,000 men of the German army, and 
this for two reasons: In the first, place, the 
corps Of gendarmes, the Republican Guard, the 
firemen, and the native troops of Algeria, are 
included in the French total; and iu addition 
the disbandment of the class which has com- 
pleted its service always precedes by a con- 
siderable period the arrival of the class which 
succeetis it. The German army com s 200 
general officers of all grades, while the Freneh 
army possesses 310 general officers on active 
service and 261 upon the reserve list.

A CAT-BITE. 


Death Probably Induced by an Overwroaght 
Imagination.

New York, Apru 8.—Samuel Richardson, a 
young man employed at the Grand Central de- 
pot, died to-day from the effects of a cat-bite 
received New Year’s night.
